Citing the coincidence of the 
two reassignment requests, Bond 
has proposed that Pretzer and 
Inabnit’s duties be combined under 
the direction of the vice president 
tor administration and business at- 
fairs 

“It is going to be a difficult 
position, but it should bring things 
closer together.” Pretzer said of the 
new post 

“| think it is for the best of the 
university,” Inabnit said. “If | were 
the president. | would have done 
the same thing.” 

Bond hopes that the new post 
will be filled by Sept. I 

Most ot the line responsibilities 
of the vice president for ad- 
ministration will be assigned to the 
proposed vice president for ad- 
ministration and business affairs 
Other functions of that office will 


be assigned to the vice president for 
academic atfairs and the dean of 
students 

“I do not believe the proposed 
changes will affect the efforts and 
plans of the Committee — of 
Academic Organization.” Bond 
wrote in a Feb. 26 memo to all 
CSUS taculty and staff 

The modification plan was, ac- 
cording to the memo, “shared” 
with the Faculty Senate Executive 
Committee, but Faculty Senate 
Chair Christopher Dyer-Bennet 
said that the taculty needs an op- 
portunity to discuss its conse- 
quences 

“The changes will not substan- 
tially affect: administration and 
president only, but may well mean 
considerable changes for faculty 
and students,” Dyer-Bennet said 


“It as with mixed emotions,” 


said Bond, that he accept the re- 
quests for reassignments 

“Both Stan (Pretzer) and 
Darrell (Inabnit) have given long 
and faithful service to our univer- 
sity. However, both men richly 
deserve an opportunity to plan 
their retirement programs,” Bond 
said 

Pretzer is to retire in the fall of 
1977 after 27 years of service to 
CSUS 

“lam looking forward to hav- 
ing a little less pressure during my 
last vear here.” Pretzer sgid in a 
briet telephone interview 

“My new post will fit in fine 
with my retirement plan,” Inabnit 
commented 

Inabnit will also retire in the fall 
of 1977 after completing I 1 years of 
service at CSUS

The Office of Residence Hall 
life (ORHL) says that many 
students plan to live on campus for 
the fall semester only.

Mining in National Parks banned 


The Senate has passed 
legislation banning mining in the 
National Parks “to save the solemn 
beauty of Death Valley from 
ruination at the hands of corporate 
strip miners,” according to Senator 
Alan Cranston (D, Calif.), a lead- 
ing proponent of the mining ban 

The bill places a four-year 
moratorium on surface mining 
currently underway in Death 
Valiey National Monument. It 
orders an immediate halt to further 
surface disturbances from two 
open-pit borate mines and seven 
talc mines in the monument 

Cranston, who had originally 
planned to introduce legislation 
dealing exclusively with Death 
Valley, instead threw his support to 
a bill that protects six units of the 
National Park System from mining 
operations. 

The bill, S. 2371, passed the 
Senate today 70 to 16 

Cranston pledged to work with 
key California Congressmen for 
the earliest possible adoption of a 
companion bill pending in the 
House Interior Committee 

“Congress must make it clear, 
now while there is still time, that 
the federal government does have 
the right — and indeed the duty 
to protect Death Valley and other 
units of the National Park System 
from mining or any other activity 
that diminishes the quality of the 
environment within” them.” 
Cranston said 

“Huge open pits and roads from 
mining operations will ieave scars 
in the national monument that will 
mar the desert for centuries,” he 
said 

Some mining companies have 
said they intend to increase their 
Death Valley operations as much 
as 50 percent in the next five years. 
Cranston said. Meanwhile, he 
added, the Nationa! Park Service 
reports that surface destruction 
from some of the mines has 
accelerated dramatically in recent 
months in anticipation of a 
Congressionally-imposed mining 
ban.”stepped-up surface stripping 
is pointless,” Cranston — said, 
“because the law we have passed 
forbids mining from any land not

Surface mining came to public 
attention last September when it
